At Aachen he seemed to think thai the 
Americans, whom he advcrtl.sfts to his people 
as "Yankee barbarians," would be too soft- 
hearted, or too weak In strength and purpose, 
to go through with their ultimatum. Again ho 
was wrong. ,^ 

The Americans took no Joy in destroying 
much of the city of Charlemagne. They gave 
the enemy a chance to withdraw from and 
preserve the city and Its "cultural monii- 
mcnLs," over which Dr. Gocbbels has already 
wept so much. 

But It so happens that Aachen, besides be- 
ing the city of Charlemagne. Is nl.so the front 
door to Cologne and the first stop In Ocr- 
many on the highroad to Berlin, The choice 
was for Germans, not Americans, to make. 

But If Hitler thinks that he can try to 
make a Stalingrad out of every sizable city 
in Germany, It Is clear that he Is making an- 
other of his egregious military blunders. For 
Germany's overall position Is more desperate 
than Russia's eve( was. And the spirit o( the 
Germans la not the Russian spirit. 

Even at Leningrad and Stalingrad, Russia 
had considerable material and productive 
support to fall back on. Hitler hae the Rus- 
;slai;i army at his back door. Ru.ssla was aid- 
ed by her allle.'i, even in the darkest day,?. 
Hitler Is hemmed in, and his last satellite Is 
tottering toward defeat. 

Hitler has good soldiers and brave soldiers. 
But he does not have the soldiers of Stalin- 
grad. Even Or, Gocbbels never suggested 
that Russian officers there, or at Scvestopol, 
had to stand at a railroad with ready guns 
to ahoot any soldiers who tried to surrender. 
We have this story of officers at Aachen from 
German soldiers who did manage to escape 
and give up. 

All this Hitler knows, of cour.se. His only 
hope can be to drag the war through the 
winter, to gain time to perfect some new 
"secret weapon" or perhaps to wait for some 
hoped-tor allied rirt, while the ring of allied 
i"-'n.'^ clo.se tighter about him.

TRAINING CASUALTIES 
A recent news item tells of one soldier be- 
ing killed and nine wounded by overhead ma- 
chine gun tiro during a training maneuver 
at Camp Croft. S. C. The loss of a soldier 
through accident, before he has had a chance 
to atrlkc a blow at the enemy, always seems 
particularly poignant. But tragic as such 
cldents are, the use of live ammunition and 
other realistic devices in training has been 
Justified by the American combat record.
